To the Parliament of the Commonwealth of England, &#c. 


The Repreſentation and Adareſs of the well. affetted Perſons , Inhabitants of the Cities of London and Weſtminſter , ard places ad- 
jacent, being faithful and Conſtant Aaherers to this Parlizment, who are reſolved (by the af-(tance of Almighty God) to ſtand by, aſſert, 
and maintain their Authority, azainſt all oppoſers, notwithſtanding the preſent confidence and bold attempts of the Promoters of Regal 


Intereſt, by the declared Enemies of their Canſe and Autharity, Had / : oY 


chiefly the King, his Lords, and Clergy, and their adherents ; who to effect their Deſigns, raiſed War againſt the Parliament : whereupon 

the Parliament in defence of Civil and Chriſtian Liberty, call the oppreſſed and perſecuted to their aid; by whoſe aſſiſtance the oppreſſors 

and perſecuters have been ſubdued, King(hip and Peerage abolithed, and Perſecution checkt , by which, the number of conſcientious friends 
to the Parliament have been ſo exceedingly encreaſed, that they are now (by Gods aſliſtance) in a far more able capacity of keeping down their Enemies, 
then they were in thoſe times when they ſubdued them, 

Nevertheleſs {o watchful hath the reſtleſs Enemy been to make advantage, that what (time afrey time) he hath loſt in the Fie!d, he hath endeavoured to 
regain, even in the Parliaments Councel. Where, becauſethey had not the Face operiy to bring in the King, with the former Oppreſlions and Verſecu- 
tions, they Shrouded and Vailed themſelves , one while under a Perſonal Treaty: Another while, under a Cloak of Zeal againſt Blaſphemy and 
Herele ; "their endeavours being to bring in the King upon any tearms , to cher.ſh ite Terſecutirg Party, and to Brow-beat their molt Conſcientious 
Oprofers. 

Upon which pr. tences, nevertheleſs they have through tra& of time, and the unſetledneſ(s of Goverrment, prevailed fo far, as under the Notion of a 
Moderate Party, to get the ſubcileſt of their Friends into many places of Truſt and Con:mar.d. both C:vil and Military , through whoſe countenance and 
encouragemert, albeit the Parliament upon good grounds Voted the Government by K ngs and Lords, uſeleſs, burthenſom and dangerous, and de. 
clare very largely for Liberty of Conſcience, yet of late, a general boldneſs hath been taken to plead a Neceſlity of returning to the Government of Ki:g 
and Lords, a taking in of the Kings Son , or which is all one, tor a return of the juſtly ſecluced Members, or a Free Parliament, without Cue qualifications, 
wher: by the goed Old Cauſe of Liberty and Freedom (ſo long contended for, agair:lt Reg all Intereſt, with the expence of much Blood and Treaſure) 
ani the Aſſertors thereof will be profticuted to ſatisfie the Lults of the Enemies of the Commonwealth, wherein they have prevailed ſo far, that unleſs. 
all conſcientious perſons in Parlament, Army, Navy ard Commonwealth, do ſpeedily une, and watchfully lock about them , as the Sword will certain» 
ly (though ſecretly and flently) be ſtollen our of their hands, fo alſo will they tnde a'l Civil Authority fall ſudcenly into the hands of their enraged 
enemizs, and a return of all thoſe Violences, Oppreſſions and Terſecution*, which have coſt fo much Blood and Treaſure to extirpate. 

The ſerious apprehenſions whereof, bath t-rred up your cordial Friends to deſire you to ule all poſlible endeavours to prevent the Commonwea'ths Ad- 
verſaries in this their moſt dang*rous Stratagem ; Ard as the moſt effcual means thereunto, We pray, 

1. That you will admit no perſon or perſons to (it, or Vote in this, or any fature Partiament, or Council of State, or to be in any Office or Judicatory, 
or any publick Truſt in the Commonwealth, or Command in the Army, Navy,or Garri:ons, or to be a publick Preacher to the people at Sea or Land, or any 
Inſtrucer of Youth, except ſuch only as ſhall abjure, or by Solemn Engagement renounce the pretended Title or Titles of Charles Stuart, and the 
whole Line of the late King Famer; and of every other perſon as a ſingle perſon, pretending, or which ſhall pretend to the Crown, or Government of 
theſe Nations of Ex21and, Scotland, and Ireland, or any of them, and the Dominions and Territories belonging to them, or any of them, or any other 
ſingle perſon, Kingſhip, Peerage, or any power co-ordinate with the peoples Repreſentatives in Parliament; And all coercive power in mattet of 
Religion, according toa Vote of a Grand Committee of this Parliament ofthe 11, of Sepr. 1659. 

2. We further pray, that it may be EnaQted, That whoſoever ſhall move, offer, or propound in Parliament, Councel, or in any other Court, or Publick 
Meeting, any matter or thing in order to the introducing of Charles Starr, or any of that Family , as aforeſaid , or any other (mgle Perſon, Houſe of - 
Lords coercive power in matter of Religion, or any power co-ordinate with the Peoples Repreſentatives in Parliament, may be deemed and adjudged guil- 
ty of high Treaſon, and may ſuffer che pains and penalty thereof. And that whoſoever ſhall in Parliament, Councel, or any other publique Court, or 
Meeting, move for, or propoſe the Revocation of this Law (when by you EnaRted) may be deemed and judged guiity of high Treaſon, and luffer the pains 


and penalties thereof. | 
In proſecution whereof, we ſhail ſtand by you with our Eſtates and Lives, to aſſert and maintain your Authority againſt all Oppoſitions whatſoever, 


notwithſtanding the preſent Confidence and bold Attempts of yours and our Enemies, | 


vV Hereas the Good Old Cauſe was for Civil and Chriſtian Liberty, againſt Oppreſtion and Perſecution, the Oppreſſors and Perſecuters were 


Signed, Praiſe-God Barbone, with the promiſe of the Subſcriptions of many Thouſands.
